That the Democratic Leadership of the House of 
Representatives of the 92nd Congress is requested and 
urged to develop a program whereby first-term Democratic 
Members of Congress receive advance notice of important 
legislation likely to receive Party support and, thus, likely 
to become law, and that such interested Members be 
afforded an opportunity to join in the sponsorship of such 
legislation in order to compile a substantial legislative 
record on which to run for re-election.

Earl Butz, before an agri- 
cultural advertising and 
marketing seminar, on 
April 26, 1971:
